“LETTER TO THE EDITOR” 


In this weeks edition | will highlight some of the outdated laws 
that govern us. The laws in question are:- 

(i) No player to be loaned from one club to another 

(ii) Player transfers of only one per season. 

Although | don’t have the federations constitution at my dis- 
posal and will admit that | am not well versed in the wording used 
for each law, | still feel | can pass judgement on these two laws and 
their pitfalls. 

In relation to player loans | feel they should be encouraged in 
situations where the National League Clubs have some good up 
and coming talent. You will often find in each National League 
Club a group of young players that are not quite up to the standard 
required, yet above the standard of the Youth League. Players in 
this category often become disgrunted and this can often set back 
their development. A solution to this could be through what is cal- 
led “leasing” and is often used by clubs overseas. With the 
National Soccer League running in Summer and the State League 
in Winter, at the completion of a National League season players 
in this category could be leased out to State League Clubs. The 
benefits of leasing are as follows — 

(1) The players continue to play, and therefore maintain fit- 
ness and would most likely be ahead of their teamates upon 
returning to their National Soccer League Clubs. A player in this 
category has a good phsycological advantage over his teamates 
as they know, that they are fitter and sharper. 

(2) The players would be competing in acompetition that car- 
ries more prestige than the Youth League does at present. Should 
a player become part of a club that is enthusiastic and is aiming for 
championship honours it gives the player an insight into a more 
intense atmosphere. A player in a National League Club vying for 
championship honours has the same exposure but if the player 
isn't getting a regular game, he finds it hard to get caught up in the 
spirit of things. The Youth League at present doesn't obtain the 
publicity that the State League does and therefore it must be hard 
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for players to get hyped up about it. It is through publicity that the 
player will get attention and could be snapped-up by another 
National League Club, that would never have taken notice of him 
if he was playing in the Youth League. 

(3) The player would be playing in a competition that is more 
physical and therefore better geared towards the National Soccer 
League. “Over the ball” tackles, pushing, etc. isn’t something | 
condone, but being subject to it often enough can only make a 
player more “hardened”. Every player | have spoken to that is 
playing regularly in the National Soccer League and who made 
their way through the State League Ranks have all said that the 
experience was of great benefit. 

(4) The player would be playing in a competition that is more 
skilfull and quicker than the Youth League. To this day, | have still 
yet to witness a Youth League game that resembled anything near 
the standard of the Senior National League. In a State League 
match you don't get time with the ball... neither do you at the 
National League level... but at the Youth League level you do. The 
gap in standards between the National and Youth levels is larger 
than what it should be when one considers that today’s Youth 
Team is supposed to be tomorrow's Senior Team. 


(5) The players would benefit by playing with “strangers” ina 
“different” environment. The Youth Players at our club and proba- 
bly most of the other clubs have come up through the juniors of 
their respective clubs. Therefore they may go from the Under 9's 
through to the Under 16's and on to the Youth Team with nearly the 
same teamates, who come from the same ethnic background. 
Upon promotion to the Senior Team, they have to rub shoulders 
wih the likes of “Wally” from Glasgow, “Harold” from Yorkshire 
and “Garry” from Mildura and they find that strange. If anyone 
thinks I’m talking “bull” then go to the change rooms of any club 
with an ethnic supporter base, and you will find that the players of 
that club with the same nationality of the supporter base are sitting 
at one end and the rest at the opposite end. By playing in the State 
League with a club of a different ethnic supporter base or no ethnic 
supporter base it would give the opportunity to these players to mix 
with team members of different backgrounds, which would help to 
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enhance comraderie upon return to their National League Club. 
(NOTE: Comraderie is almost impossible with the “two-ends” sys- 
tem). 

(6) By playing in the State League it gives the player an 
opportunity to assess their true stance as a soccer player. By shin- 
ing in the Youth League and struggling to make senior selection in 
the N.S.L., a player can be forgiven for becoming disillusioned. If 
a player in this category went to a State League Club and failed to 
gain Senior Selection, it is more likely that the following message 
would be driven home; either 

(a) a lot more work has to be done to reach the level they 

desire; and/or 

(b) they are just not up to the standard of what they thought 

they were. 

(7) And finally, the clubs that receive these players will 
benefit also. Apart from the cost-saving of not having to fork-out 
huge transfer fees, the clubs will be obtaining a different type of 
player to what they might have recruited had the “leasing” system 
not been in. The clubs will be obtaining players that are young and 
vibrant and this spread out among the State League will give it a 
“freshness” it badly needs. 

The second topic | wish to discuss is related to the previous 
topic. At present with the V.S.F. not recognising loans and treating 
them as transfers the scenario | pointed before cannot happen. As 
it stands today, their is no flexibility and no mechanism a club can 
adopt to further develop their younger players. The one transfer 
per seasor. system also means that a player that is dropped off the 
list of a National League Club and transfers to a State League 
Club, cannot in the same season transfer back to a National 
League Club. This in effect is a restraint of trade as it doesn't allow 
the player to fulfill their ambition of playing at the highest level. This 
law is not consistant with the principals of a free-enterprise sys- 
tem... whereby if you are prepared to give something a go the bar- 
riers preventing you to do so are eliminated. 

The two laws need to be looked at and if not abolished should 
be fine tuned in order to allow players to develop and play in a stan- 
dard they desire.

These few supporters tried to point out 
that the name is Makedonia and generally interferred wih the com- 
mentators 

The Herald-Sun reporter Peter Desira pointed out to the 
ground manager that from the commentators side of things, they 
mean no offence or deliberately avoid the name Preston 
Makedonia, In their business of promotion they use either name, 
or both whenever possible to rhyme with the comments and arti- 
cles in order to effectively reach the listeners or readers. 

The Preston Makedonia Soccer Club’s main sponsor is the 
Macedonian Community in Association with the Preston City 
Council. | believe in one of the councillors speeches the following 
point was made clear ... “Preston is Makedonia” and “Makedonia 
is Preston” 

If the Partnership has any problems it should be looked into 
promptly and the promotors of soccer should be left alone to do 
their jobs.
